Butler, the nephew ot den. Ben. Butler, who 
died bere last week, has been about Washing - 
ton for n®arly ten years.

He has 
assessed nearly everybody who has ever come 
to Washington. No sum was too small for 
him. He hardly ever asked for more than a 
quarter, and was always ready to compromise 
uponanickel. Originally he was a very fine, 
intellectual-looking man. He had the round, 
smooth-shaven face. and swarthy complexion 
of a Spanish priest. His eyes were 
very dark. His figure was well- 
rounded and powerful. He rea- 
lized that he could not reform and very rarely 
made any pretense of reform. In his writings 
for the local newspapers he would speak cyn- 
loally of his residence at the Governmen; 
Insane Asylum or the Work-house, as the 
case might be. He never presumed to re- 
cognize any of his old friends unless he was 
drunk. If he were sober he would walk 
through the streets of Washington with his 
eyes down neither looking tothe right nor to 
the left. When drunk he wasa most hideous 
looking object. His clothes generally bore the 
marks of the numeroas gutters through which 
he hah rolled, while his face 
would be lined and seamed with the 
marks of the most hideous of debauches.
